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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-12, drawn to a marinating machine, classified in class 366, 
subclass 233. 

II. Claim 13, drawn to a method of attaching a wheel, classified in class 29, 
subclass 894. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as (I) a machine and (II) a process of making a 
subcombination part thereof. The process could be used to attach a wheel for many 
other types of machines, such as a train car, wagon, pulley etc. The machine as 
claimed does not require the wheel of process of making. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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6. During a telephone conversation with Robert Marsh on 19 September 2005 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-12. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claim 13 is withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claims 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. These claims contain subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. While separate embodiments of the paddle assembly are described, no 
machine having first and second paddle assemblies is described. The specification only 
explains how to make and use a machine having one paddle assembly, though different 
embodiments of the paddle assembly are described. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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10. Claims 1-4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gontero (US 
5,520,457). Regarding claims 1 and 3, Gontero ('457) discloses a machine having first 
an second axles (4) one first and second parallel axes, a motor (5), a drum (1 ) having a 
third axis of rotation; said drum rotatable supported by the first and second axles (see 
Fig. 2), said first and third axes defining a first plane, said second and third axes define 
a second plane, and said first and second planes intersecting at an angle of at least one 
hundred degrees (see Fig. 2), said motor drivingly engaged to only said first axle by 
means for drivingly rotating only said first axle with power from said motor (see Fig. 1 ). 
Regarding claims 2 and 4, at least one wheel (2) on said first axle, said wheel fixed for 
rotation with said first axle and having an outer surface contactable by said drum for 
rotating said drum (see Fig. 2). 

11. Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Becheiraz (US 3,861 ,653). Becheiraz ('653) discloses a paddle assembly (15) 
comprising a first paddle (one of 1 7-20); a second paddle another of (17-20) and semi- 
rigid rod (116) having a memory for retaining said rod to an at rest orientation.
